b. JSTA headouarters will make the necessary arrangenents, 
providing rooms in the enterprise concerned and will 
defray all expenses involved. 


c. “he Communist rarty of sustria will see that any 
anti-coviet activity in UsI. enterprises is stonpad. 


ad, USIA headauarters will advise its various enter- 
prises to have Cormunists anpointed wherever possitie 
as nlant personnel advisors, 


e. The Communist arty of uustria is pledred not to 
requisition for any other purpose factory police 


_ groups in charge of the security of the enterprise 


concerned, and to inform both the director of the 
resnective enterprise and USIa headquarters of all poli- - 
tieal “easures. tatran, 
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f. USIA headquarters and the Communist Party of Austria 
are agreed that the factory police will maintain 
wrder and further the security of the plant 
operations. Only on the plant director's consent 
may factory police gpups be requisitioned for narty 
action, They are not to wear uniforms in such instan- 
ces. 


&o «according to this agreensnt,a liaison man with all UsTa 

Gnterprises in which factory police eroups are active 
will be anpointed by each Legirksleitunge.. and, where 
necessary, by sections of the Cormunist varty of Austria 
within the soviet Zons of austria, Lis function is to 
transit political decisions of ‘he Varty to the leader 
of the factory police and, if necessary, to reguest the 
commitment of a factory police group in civilian clothes. 
at the instigation of !rieal Fuernberg, labor union 
secretary of the Cormunist Jarty of austria, it wes 
resolved that the iiaison an be that func- me 
tionary/the factory ~. management who commands whe face 
tory police.
